| -COURTMARTIAL 


CORPORAL WELDON FOUND 
' NOT GUILTY. . 


A District Court-Martial ~ag« 
'sembled at Murray Barracks, this 
morning, for the trial of Corpor a 
Frederick Weldon, 2nd, Bn. the 
King's Regiment. 

The members of the Court were 
Major P, Rashleigh, D.S 0,,R.G.A,, 
(president), Captain H. F, Bloxham 
2/4th. Bombay Grenadiers 
(K.E.O.) and Lieutenant C. P, 
Moore M.C, 2nd Bn. ‘the ‘King’s 
Regiment. Accused was charged 
with (1) being drunk (2) being out 
of bounds (3) using Janguage to 
the prejudice of good order and 
discipline. The offences are alleged 
to have occurred on November J0. 
Capt. W. A. Hannay, -A.F.C., 
prosecuted whila Lieut. a J. Bailey 
MM. appeared as prisoner's friend. 

The first witness for the pro- 
secution, Corporal, W. McGee., 
stated that on the nightin question, 
he was on military police duty at 
Wanchai at 11.50 p.m. when he saw 
accused come outof a house which 


{has been placed out of bounds. 


He was staggering, He called a 
ricksha, “ I went to him and found 
that he was drunk, I warned 
him that I should = arrest 
him. He asked me who 

was. I told him 1 was Provost 
corporal and he replied ‘Idon’t give 
a—whoyouare’” 1 arrested him, 
and took him to the guard-room, 
He was unable to walk, without 
staggering, and had to be assisted 
to the guard-room.” In reply fo 
the Court, witness stated he had 
only seen accused on the door« 
step of the building in question. 


Later he stated he saw him coming I 


through the door. 

Lunce-Corporal Cullen who was 
on police duty that night (Novems 
ber 10) gave corroborative evidence 
as to seeing the accused come out 
of the building in question. He 
was staggering. He helpedto escort 
the ‘man to Wellington Batrack. 

Lance-Corporal Ingram told 
a similar story, except ‘that 
he said the bar. In the 
building * closed at 1 pm, 
whereas the previous * witnesses 
gave the time as midnight. 
further stated that accused's reply 
to corporal McGee was “I don’t 
give a—if you are garrison 
sergeant major.” 

This closed the case for the pro- 
secution. 

Accused, giving evidence on 
oath, ‘said that about 11.40 p.m. on 
November YO he was in a ricksha, 
after leaving a dance, accompanied 
by’ Corporal Humphreys, when he 
was hailed by a police patrol, 
said, hullo, who are you. [ saw 
Corporal McGee wasin charge of 
the party,” [then said, I thought you 
were garrison sergeantemajor the 
way you wereshouting.

Commander Beckwith, sitting as 
Marine Magistrate, was asked to 

decide that point this moming 
when the Chinese master of the| 
Wuchow steamer Wo Kwai” was 
charged with working cargo on 
Sunday without a permit. : 

*‘Sub-Inspector’ Bond, of the 
‘Water---Police,-—-related that ‘at 
10.10 a.m, on Sunday, November 4, 
he paid a visit to the steamer while 
she was lying at the pler: He saw 
chestnuts and ginger being unload 
ed into two cargo boats. The 
captain and compradpre claimed 
that they were perishable gods 
and it was permissible to unload 
them on a Sunday, 

The question was, pointed out 

Mr.F. G. Vaux, who appeared for 
the defence, whether or -not 
chestnuts and ginger were 

perishable cargo, ‘He called the 
vonsignee of the chestnuts who 
gave an affirmative — opinion 
mentioning that, as it was, between 
10 and 20 percent of his cargo had 
gone bad. The ginger, he said, was 
young -and likely to deteriorate 
unless put out into the opsn air as 
500n as possible after arrival. It was 

the custom of the trade to do this. 

A walnut and a piece of ginger 
were produced for the inspection 

of Commander Beckwith who 
pronounced them, afteran olfactory 
test, to be “very "interesting. ra § 
am not altogetheg - satisfied,” he 
sald, however, Guat this stuff is 
perishable. On the other hand 
do not. want to give 
decision which will interfere with 
tho trade. I propose to refer this 
question to the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce, I think they will 
tell me honestly whether it is pere 
ishable or not.” 

Mr. Vaux agreed that this would 
bea very satisfactory way out of 
the difficulty and the case was 
adjourned,
